in lieu ot purchasing 
rubber 
cnats, 


ajlow eaah man tin; snm of two dol- 
lurs per year for tins purpose, to be used 
by the foreman of the company in keep- 
ing tho supply of coats in order in each 
company. 


Tho engines, hook and ladder, and 


other accoutrements, with the exception 
of No. 1 heatur, are at present in good re- 
pair. Extensive repairs to No. 1 heater 
will soon hsve to bo made or a new heat- 
er purchased, 
The department is in 


need of a set of lanterns, and aa this is a 
vary difficult question to settle us to wbnt 
pattern, I hopo you will give it somb at- 
tention. 


One thing above all others, i desire to 


recommend, and that is the purchase of 
a heavy ladder for use iu the business 
portion of tho oity; a ladder that its use 
will not endanger tho lives of the men 
who have to use ir. Such a ladder could 
be kept at the west side engine house, 
ready to be taken out in case it may be 
needed, and not be carried on the truck at 
all times. Thfi chief engineer, as thuhsiid 
of tho department, is compelled to eoe to 
furnishing supplies, etc., for the depart- 
ment, and for the convenience of all, I 
ask tho common council to furnish that 
officer with a blank order book, ono made 
for the purpose, on whicb tho bill for ar- 
ticles ordered will bo accompanied by the 
order. 


In comlnsiou, I return my'thanks to 


your Honorable body for tho many cour- 
tesies extended during my official life, to 
my assistants, as aluo to tho individual 
members ot the fire department 
and 


other branches ot tho city government, 
not forgetting our worthy marshal and 
night watchmen.

It will be seen by this that the depart- 


ment has been run considerably within 
the appropriation of SC.5CD. There are 
now in tho department 8.0CO feet of hose 
which is classed as "good," and 800 
classed as old. Tho good hose is divided 
1,000 feet to each of tho hose companies, 
In this concoction I desire to call your 
attention to a fact which I have learned 
Dy experience in this department, which 
is:— -If the city will expend the sum of 
?1,C30 in building cisterns for fire pur- 
poses, locating one for instance, in the 
neighborhood of tho fourth ward school 
house, one ntar the North western depot, 
one in the tirst ward, and one near the 
second ward school building, there would 
be no necessity for purchasing new 
hose for one or two years.
